first time since the arrest, and plead­ 
ed not guilty to the charge. 
Frank Hottman, who it is alleged, 
has made four confessions, that he 
and Mrs. Myers murdered Clarence 
Myers, was also arraigned and enter­ 
ed a plea of not guilty. 
Mrs. Myers still adheres to her orig­ 
inal statement that negro burglars 
• 
slew her husband. 
She was calm 
throughout the proceedings and dis­ 
played that cold and indifferent atti­ 
tude that has characterized her since 
her incarceration. 
The court room was packed to the 
doors and hundreds of people blocked 
the stairways leading to the court 
room. 
The case has no peer in the 
records of Kansas City, so far as at­ 
tracting 
attention. 
Mrs. 
Myers 
and Hottman, although charged in the 
same indictment, obtained separate 
trials. 
Mrs. Myers 
was 
arraigned 
first and Hottman’s case was called 
immediately afterward. 
The couple met for the first time 
since their arrest this morning, 
but 
to a person who didn’t know', one 
would never have suspected that they 
had ever met before. A casual glance 
was all that wras noticeable as they 
passed each other on the stairway, 
and neither displayed any change of 
countenance and the meeting w*as one 
of the utmost indifference. 
The couple w*ere returned to jail 
to await their trial, w’hich will prob­ 
ably come up in September.

Others are blind, without hope of ever seeing 


the sunshine again. 
Still others are cripples for life. 
The fact that there 


were less deaths and fewer injured on the previous Fourth is small con 


eolation, for, at least, our pleasures should be safe pleasures. 


It would seem that this is an affair for the intervention of the federal 


government. 
W hy should the manufacture and sale of the deadly top pis­ 


tols, for instance, be permitted? 
And the same can be said of the giant 


firecracker, with its load of dynamite and gunpowder.

A BIG PEACH CROP 


Growers W ill Have a Paying Harvest 
This Year. 


According to L. A. Goodman, state 
horticulturist, there is to be a bump­ 
er crop of peaches in Missouri this 
year. 
Mr. Goodman returned yester­ 
day from a tour of the southern part 
o f the state. 
He says the apple crop 
in the orchards tributary to Kansas 
City will make a light yield. 
The 
Oldham orchard, near Howell, owned 
by J. €. Evans, of Kansas City, and 
» Mr. Erb, of Memphis, will ship be­ 
tween 30,000 and 35,000 bushels of 
peaches. 
An orchard a little out of 
West Plains, owned by a St. Louis 
man, expects to ship 150 cars of 90,- 
000 bushels. 
“Altogether,” 
said 
Mr. 
Goodman, 
“the outlook for the Missouri orchard- 
ist is flattering. 
He will have a pros­ 
perous year of it. 
Late frosts, a cold 
spring and rains so heavy during the 
bloom that they washed the pollen off 
are now recalled by the light apple 
crop. 
Peaches seem to have escaped 
all harm and are coming on wonder­ 
fully. 
Grapes will pay handsomely. 
Even in the extreme southwestern 
part of the state, where conditions are 
poorest, there will be returns made 
on money invested. 
“This year apples will pay from 
$50 to $150 an acre and peaches from 
$100 to $200 ‘on the tree/ which means 
absolutely net to the owner of the or­ 
chards. Fruit shippers prefer to gath­ 
er their own apples and peaches as 
they pack carefully, with an idea to 
making the fruit keep in cold storage. 
When the orchardist packs his main 
idea formerly was to get the fruit in 
the packages, the result being bruises 
which afterward turned to rot and 
ruin/* 
Mr. Goodman was asked why, in the 
face of such heavy returns, farmers 
did not become fruit growers.

takes from four to six years to get a 
start and the farmer does not like to

The ancient practice permitted the 
confiscation of the snip carrying the 
contraband, and Russia alone has not 
renounced this practice. 
In certain 
cases the old practice is adhered to 
by all nations; for instance, when the 
merchantman under the neutral flag 
is carrying dispatches directly to the 
other belligerent or is carrying the 
troops of the other belligerent, it is 
then making itself an instrument in 
the hands of the bell’grent. 
“ The critical thing in connection 
with this point is the search of the 
mails for such dispatches. 
When this 
becomes necessary in the opinion of 
the 
searching 
belligerent it should 
take the mail bags to the nearest port 
where there is a consul of the power 
whose flag is borne by the searched 
vessel, and search them in the pres­ 
ence of said consul. 
If this is not a 
possible thing the belligerent may pro­ 
ceed without it, but should act in per­ 
fect good faith and in the omst con­ 
siderate manner.”

Lightning 
Is 
Playing 
Pranks. 
Now that the season 
of thunder­ 
storms is approaching people should 
understand what spots to avoid in or­ 
der to reduce to the minimum the 
chances of being struck by lightning. 
Out of doors trees should be avoided, 
and If from the rapidity with which 
the explosion follows the Hash it is 
evident that electric clouds are near 
at hand a recumbent posture is the 
safest. 
It is seldom 
dangerous f.o 
take shelter under sheds, carts or low 
buildings or under 
the arch 
of a 
bridge, and a distance of twenty or 
thirty feet from tall trees or houses 
is an eligible situation, for should a 
discharge take place these elevated 
bodies are most likely to receive it. 
It is well also to avoid water, for 
it is a good conductor, and the height 
of a human being near the stream 
may determine the direction of a dis­ 
charge. 
Within doors we are toler­ 
ably safe in the middle of a carpeted 
room or when i standing on a thick 
hearth rug. 
The chimney should be 
avoided on account of the conducting 
power of the carbon deposited in it 
and gilt moldings or bell wires an* 
sources of risk. 
In bed we are tol­ 
erably safe, since blankets and feath­ 
ers are bad conductors. 
It is injudicious to take refuge In 
a cellar, because 
the 
discharge is 
often from the earth to a cloud, and 
buildings frequently sustain the great­ 
est injury in their basements.

RAILROAD NEWS 


5NE STAR STATE IS CROWDING 
ILLIN O IS FOR GREATEST 
MILEAGE. 


SOME INTERESTING RGIIRES 


In Texas June 30 tne Mileage Was 
11,503, Against 11,517 in Illinois— 
Pennsylvania Third— Other 
Railroad Notes. 


In the current issue of the Railway 
Lge is a story that will be of interest 
o railroad men who watch the prog- 
ess of railways in the big states. 
It is as follows: 
Illinois is likely soon to give place 
o Texas as the state having the great­ 
est mileage of railway main track. On 
fune 30, 1903, the main line mileage 
n Illinois, according to tne state rail- 
oad 
commission, 
was 11,229 miles, 
lot Including 277 miles of tracks to

industrial establishments. In the year 
ended on June 30, 1904, the records! 
of the Railway Age 
show that 
288 j 
miles of track were constructed in the 
state, which would make the present 
total 11,517 miles, besides industrial1 
tracks 
now 
aggregating 
about 300 
miles more. The Texas railroad com-| 
mission reported 11,080 miles on June 
JO, 1903, and the state engineer, figur­ 
ing on an increase of 423 miles in the 
past year, puts the total on June 30. 
1904, at 11,503 miles, which is only 14 
miles less than our figures for Illinois 
at the same date. The latter has an­ 
nually headed the list of states in re­ 
spect to railway 
mileage ever since 
1860, but must be passed eventually 
by a state w'hose area is four and one- 
half times greater than that of Illinois. 
The states next in order to the two 
leaders, figuring the construction 
to 
June 30, last, are Pennsylvania, 10,- 
860 
miles of main line; Iowa, 9,806 
miles; New York, S.182 miles. 
In comparing states in 
respect to 
railway importance, however, several 
factors need to be taken into consid­ 
eration—area, population, mileage ot 
main track, mileage of all tracks, ton­ 
nage and value of traffic, 
extent of 
train service, amount 
of equipment 
earnings, expenditures, capital invest­ 
ed, number of employes, etc., and such 
a view w’ill show Illinois vastly ahead 
of Texas, now and for many years to 
come. 
The figures for the second, third and 
four main track, yard tracks, and sid­ 
ings, 
which 
measure 
the 
relative 
amount of traffic, Illinois has 18,234 
miles 
of tracks, or 5,010 more than 
Texas—not including the 300 miles of 
private industrial tracks in Illinois or 
the considerable 
mileage of 
logging 
and 
oth£r 
private 
roads in Texas 
which are not included in the railroad 
commissioners’ 
figures. 
The differ­ 
ence in size of the two states is the 
most 
important consideration. 
To 
equal Illinois in ratio of railway mile­ 
age to area Texas must have 45,823 
miles of roads. On the other hand, if 
it had no more railway in proportion 
to population than Illinois possesses 
Texas 
would 
now enjoy only 7,293 
miles of lines, or 4,210 miles less than 
are already in operation for the bene­ 
fit of the scattered people of that vast 
and promising state. 


An M., K. & T. Branch. 
Columbia, Mo., August 1.—It is per­ 
sistently rumored here that the Mis­ 
souri, 
Kansas 
and 
Texas 
Railway 
company is preparing to build a few 
miles 
of branch 
railroad from Mo- 
kane, Mo., through Fulton and Colum­ 
bia to Boonville, where the proposed 
branch will rejoin the present main 
line. 
It is said that the branch will 
be constructed so as to gain access to 
the coal fields of Callaway and Boone 
counties and that several recent sur­ 
veys of the route were authorized by 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas. The 
fact that the coal chutes at Mokane 
are being rebuilt and enlarged, gives 
color to the rumor. 
For a number of 
years that part of the Katy tracks in 
Boone and Caliawray 
counties 
have 
been 
made 
impassable 
for several 
weeks each year by high water and 
encroahments of the river have made 
expensive improvements necessary. It 
is thought that it will be cheaper to 
build through Fulton 
and 
Columbia 
than to construct revetment and em­ 
bankments along the river.
